The trend in outdoor Christmas 
lighting and’ decorating is now to 
floodlighting, used alone or to high- 
light a single, effective theme. 

According to Ontario Hydro’ 
Lighting Service, simplicity is the key 
to effective outdoor Christmas light- 


For outdoor floodlighting, Hydro's 
Lighting Service recommends PAR-38 
floodlamps, which are available in 
white with removable colored caps, 
as well as a range of permanent 
colors. Also available this season are 
floodlight kits, which contain a 100- 
watt colored outdoor floodlamp and 
six feet of weatherproof cord. The 
lamps can be hung, or placed in the 
ground on a spike which is also 
supplied. ae 

For the best effect, 150-watt flood- 
lamps should be placed as far back 
from the house as possible, up to 

- shout eight feet. Low-lying shrubbery

Is Back Again 

First comes the lightheaded, 
cottony feeling and. then the 
chills begin, making the bones 
seem brittle as glass. The tem- 
perature shoots up to 102, and 
the patient knows he has a five- 
day date with an aspirin bottle. 
tf! U.S. Public Health Service 
predictions are-correct, this soon 
will be the lot of thousands of 
Canadians and Americans as 
Asian flu again sweeps the coun- 
try: Industries are already pro- 


: tecting their workers (and their 
’ business) with flu vaccine. 


The basis for the health agen- 
cy's warning is the tendency of 
the Asian-flu virus, which last 
appeared in 1959, to strike in 
two- or three-year cycles. Just 
why Asian flu: strikes in cycles 
is not known. But what is known 
is that it is caused by type-A 
influenza viruses, which are not 
only potent (one strain killed 
some 20 million persons in the 
worldwide flu epidemic: of 1918- 
19) but devious. A given strain 
of type A will persist for about 
ten years, then fade away to be 
replaced suddenly by a “mutant,” 
a new strain to which vast seg- 
ments of the population are not 
immune, Recently; however, two 
virus experts at the University 
of Pennsylvania made a revolu- 
tionary discovery about type-A 
flu viruses which might spell 
their undoing. 

Drs. Werner Henle and Flor- 
ence S. Lief have found that re- 
peated infection by one strain of 
type A produces antibodies to 
several strains. Ordinarily, Dr. 
Henle explained recently, the 
system* produces a specific anti- 
body for each ,strain of virus 
protecting itself from a second 
attack by that virus. But in 1957, 
while analyzing blood serums 
from hundreds of youngsters 
who had contracted Asian flu, 
the investigators found that 
among the expected heavy con- 
centrations of Asian-flu anti- 
bodies were a few antibodies to 
the type-A strain that caused the 
World. War I epidemic. This 
virus had disappeared long be- 
fore the children were born. 

Drs. Henle and Lief also analy- 
zed some serums from victims of 
type A-prime flu, which was 
prevalent before 1957. The result 
showed that some of the blood 
specimens contained antibodies 
to) Asian-flu virus which “didn’t 
even exist when these patients 
were sick.” 


Animal experiments confirmed 
the concept of “broadened” anti- 
body responsé. Inoculated once 
with a particular type-A strain, 
guinea pigs developed antibodies 
to that strain. But after four 
doses of the virus, antibodies to 


three other strains appeared in 


their blood. 


The next step will be to inoc- 
ulate humans repeatedly with 
weakened type-A viruses. “If the 
response is the same,” said Dr. 
Henle, “we might be able to im- 
munize against future variants.”

Cassius Certainly 
Talks A Good Fight 


Before his twelve-round fight 
with Archie Moore in Los An- 
geles last month, undefeated 
Cassius Clay, journeyman poet 
and lyrical pugilist, made his 
expected prediction. “I'll say it 
again, I've said it before,” boast- 
ed 20-year-old ,Clay. “Archie 
Moore will fal}in four.” 

In his two years as a profes- 
sional, Clay’s “predictions (cor- 
rectly naming the knockout 
rounds in ten of his fifteen 
fights) and personality have been 
far more impressive than his-vic- 
tories. Against a carefully chos- 
en collection of second-raters, 
Clay~ has been fast, clever, and 
untested. Against 45-to, 50-year- 
old Archie Moore, who was 
fighting and quipping profession- 
ally long before Clay was born, 
Cassius appeared to be up against 
his greatest test—both in the ring 
and out. 

In the pre-fight Battle of the 
Mouths, Clay more than held his 
own. When Moore announced he 
had developed a special punch, 
the Lip Buttoner, Clay countered 
with his Pension Punch (“guar- 
anteed to put old Archie into re- 
tirement”) and needled him at 
the weigh-in. “Two hundred 
fights,” said Clay, when Moore 
weighed in at 197, “and he looks 
like Chubby Checker.” 


Despite a persistent, though to- 
tally unsubstantiated, rumor that 
Clay couldn't lose, the Moore- 
Clay debate still drew a capacity 
crowd of 16,200, including heavy- 
weight Sonny Liston, into the 
Sports Arena, and kept the odds 
on Clay from soaring above 2-1 
over the sentimental favorite 
from San Diego. Yet once the 
fight started, Clay’s superiority 
was overwhelming, He had youth 
and speed; Moore, looking more 
pregnant than powerful, had no- 
thing. His head buried behind 
his flabby arms and his body 
bent into a comical crouch, 
Moore fought only defensively. 


By the fourth round, Moore, 
his coordination gone, was 4 pa- 
thetic old man. Clay floored him 
quickly for two eight counts, 
then, pushing rather than punch- 
ing, put him down for the last 
time. At 1:35 of the fourth round, 
Cassius Clay had won again. “As 
1 predicted, Moore must fall “in 
four,” said Clay, “and he did fall 
in four. I talk the truth. Next 
is Sonny Liston. He must fall 
in eight.” : 

After the fight, Clay joined 
Liston at the victory party. Told 
about Clay’s latest prediction, the 
heavyweight champion smiled. 
“You go eight seconds with me 
and I'll give you the fight,” he 
said, staring menacingly at Clay. 
“l’m not just talkin’, I mean it, 
Clay.” For the moment, Cassius 
Clay was at a loss for a poetic 
answer.

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Ice-boating And 
How It Originated 


Ice boating historians may dis- 
agree as to exactly who should 
be given credit for evolving the 
first ice boat. You can take your 
pick of several fanciful yarns. 

One deals with a full-skirted 
lady and her escort skating on a 
pond many, many years ago A 
gust of wind lifted the lady’s 
skirts high and despite her em- 


barrassed efforts to regain her ° 


dignity, the wind filled the bil- 
lowing dirndl and propelled her 
rapidly over the ice. 


Her escort, being of an inven- 


tive turn of mind, immediately 
saw the possibilities of combin- 
ing wind, cloth and skater into 
a new form of winter sport. He 
returned to the ice the following 
day, attired in what resembled a 
pair of bat wings. The result of 
his hasty handiwork with thread, 
canvas and battens enabled him 
to sail swiftly over the ice to the 
delight and astonishment of all. . 

To give credit where credit is 
due, the first true ice boats were 
originated by the Dutch and used 
as work boats in the Netherlands 
and in other countries along the 
Baltic coasts. Earliest authentic 
record is an engraving dated 
1768. These plans show a con- 
ventional bluff-bowed Dutch sail- 
ing sloop fitted with a cross 
plank under the hull below the 
mast step. The cross plank has a 
runner at each end. The rudder 
at the. stern has its lower end 
fitted with a runner for steering 
on the ice. This was surely the 
ancestor of all stern-steerers. 
Moreover, this early Dutch craft 
could’ be sailed both in winter 
and summer. By removing the 
cross plank and plugging the at- 
tachment bolt holes, the +%°a- 
worthy hull could be returned to 
sailing duty on the water The 
practical Dutch continued to 
build this type of convertible ice 
Koat for many years, and just 
prior to World War Il almost 
identical. versions - still were 
“Sleigh-sailing” in Holland

Surgery Under 
Extreme Pressure 


Over the last decade, elaborate 
heart-lung machines have helped 
surgeons save scores of lives by 
taking over the patient’s circula- 
tion while his heart is stopped 
for repairs. But these steel and 
plastic machines may hinder the 
surgeon’s efforts by damaging 
blood cells. An ingenious experi- 
mental step toward solving this 
problem has now been taken by 
Dr. Iete Boerema of the Univer- 
sity of Amsterdam’s Wilhelmina 
Clinic. 

The 60-year-old Dutch surgeon 
has built a complete 14- by 20- 
foot operating room within a 
compression tank, designed to 
raise the air pressure inside to 
45 pounds per square inch—three 
times normal atmospheric pres- 
sure. The object, Dr. Boerema 
said last month, is to saturate the 
patient’s blood stream and tis- 
sues with oxygen “so that the 
cells have a much higher reserve 
of oxygen than they normally 
have.” According to a ‘law of 
physics well known to the bot- 
tlers of carbonated beverages, the 
amount of gas dissolved in liquid 
goes up as pressure increases. 
Thus, if a patient breathes pure 
oxygen while under 45 pounds 
of pressure, the amount of oxy- 
gen in his blood plasma and tis- 
sue fluids is increased fifteen 
times. 

How could drenching the blood 
with oxygen under pressure 


* help? For one thing, the 6 to a 


pints of fresh blood needed to 
“prime” the heart-lung machine 
might be sharply reduced. Fur- 
thermore, oxygen-rich blood 
might not have to be pumped as 
fast, meaning less wear on the 
red blood cells, and less monitor- 
ing by operating room tech- 
nicians. ‘ 

In a typical operation, the tall, 
be tacled surgeon and his as- 


_gistants enter the operating room 


thro an air lock: An engineer, 
peering through a thick glass 
porthole, controls the pressure 
while another assistant outside 
hands instruments and drugs 
through a second air lock, Until 
the surgeons’ chest muscles ad- 
just to the increased pressure, 
their voices have the tinny qual- 
ity of a Donald Duck sound track. 
When the operation ends, the en- 


gineer carefully regulates de- — 


compression to prevent “bends.” 

Dr. Boerema is slightly disap- 
pointed in one aspect of his high- 
pressure operating room: Only 
half of the surgeons and anes- 
thesiologists on the hospital staff 
can perform there comfortably. 
Like many airplane passengers 
the others habitually develop 
severe pains in their ears and 
sinuses with the change in pres- 
gure.

2 tablespoons sugar 
1% teaspoon salt 
Sufficient cold water to make 
dough easy to handle—about 6 
tablespoons, 

Mix flour, sugar, and salt; cut 
in shortening. Then mix in water, 
using only enough so that parti- 
cles’ will hold together when 
pressed with fingers. Divide in 2 
parts. Roll out % for the lower 
crust. You'll need a pan about 
10x6x1% inches. 

FILLING 

1 cup prune pulp (make from 

about 20 large prunes) 
% cup sugar 
1 cup raisins 
4 tablespoons flour 
1 cup prune liquid 

Combine sugar and flour, then 
combine with all the other ingre- 
dients.

1 pint whole milk, or cream, 
if you prefer 
% pound butter 
1% teaspoon soda 
2 pounds pecans 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

Four 1 pint of the sugar into 
a heavy iron skillet and place 
over low fire. Stir with a wooden 
spoon and keep the sugar mov- 
ing so that it will not scorch, It 
will take almost half an hour to 


_ completely melt this sugar, and 


no time at all to let it smoke or 
cook so fast that it turns dark. 
It should be about the color of 
light brown sugar syrup. 

When you have started this 
sugar melting in the skillet, pour 
the remaining 2 pints of sugar, 
together with the milk or cream, 
into a deep,heavy kettle and set 
it over a low fire to cook slowly 
while the other sugar is melting. 
When the sugar in the skillet is 
melted, pour it slowly into the 
kettle of boiling milk and sugar, 
keeping it at low heat and stir- 
ring constantly. The secret of 
mixing these ingredients is to 
pour a very fine stream no larg- 
er than a knitting needle and to 
stir across the bottom of the 
kettle all the time. Continue 
cooking and stirring until the 
mixture forms a firm ball when 
dropped into cold water. Then, 
turn out fire and add soda im- 
mediately, stirring vigorously un- 
til it foams up. Next, add butter, 
allowing it to melt as you stir. 
Set mixtures off the stove or in 
a cool place, but not outdoors, 
for about 10 minutes, then add 
vanilla and begin beating.

And, unless more 
young men are trained soon in 
the art of good cookery, it may 
become the gourmet staple in all 
but a few rare places. 
*«. Already the shortage of chefs 
tPained in the subtleties of great 
cuisine, from food preparation to 
menu. planning, has become 
acute. Master chefs like Clement 
Grangier, 57, of New York’s Le 
Pavillon, Martin Manzonetta, 63, 
of Boston's renowned old Locke 
Ober Restaurant, and John 
Daigle, 54, of Antoine’s in New 
Orleans will be retiring in a few 
years. Good chefs will then be 
as scarce as whooping cranes. 

A definitive study made in 1955 
for Statler hotels warned that 
18,000 cooks and bakers and 400 
professional chefs would be need- 
ed each year in the U.S. just to 
replace the men who die and re- 
tire, The figure doesn’t take into 
account the inroads of new res- 
taurants. Manhattan's newest 
hotel, the Americana, for ex- 
ample, had to raid rival kitchens 
for its 197 cooks. Indeed, for 
years piracy has been the indus- 
try’s only reaction to the chef 
shortage. But now, in several 
U.S. cities, more imaginative ap- 
proaches are being tried: 

In New York, the chefs’ union 
and the Restaurant League an- 
nounced plans for a new appren- 
ticeship program. By paying 
dishwashers and other unskilled 
workers to attend classes and 
take on-the-job training in the 
culinary arts, the program aims 
at turning out 200 skilled cooks 
within two years, 

In Boston, 25 cooks are enroll- 
ed in a two-semester course in 
haute cuisine, started last month 
by a group of Boston chefs and 
their employers. 

With an eye to its own indivi- 
dual needs, Brennan's restaurant 
in New Orleans has: decided to 
pay two young Americans to 
serve apprenticeships in Paris 
restaurants. If they are working 
at Brennan’s ten years from now, 
they need not pay back the 
money laid out for their main- 
tenance, : 

For years, of course, most of 
the great chefs in the U.S, have 
been Europeans, who started as 
apprentices at around the age of 
15 and worked for fifteen years 
before they donned the chef's 
stiff white toque, But now Eu- 
rope’s restaurants are having & 
boom and even thé Italians, who 
used to emigrate to Switzerland 
and Germany for work, are be- 
ing encouraged to stay home to 
cook. Americans, who consider 
cooking a menial job, are avoid- 
ing the craft. i

has become more efficient than 
it was 30 or 40 years ago,” he 
points out. “With technology, it 
may be that not as many cooks 
and chefs will be necessary. Lots 
of old-timers say the kids can’t 
do it any more, but old-timers 
alwevys talk that way.” 


Low Baby Prams . 
May Be Dangerous. 


How many mothers give a 
thought to ‘the air breathed by 
their children, as they push them 
about in prams? 

Almost all are probably quite 
happy to be outdoors, taking ex- 
ercise themselves and. giving 
their babies some fresh air. But 


- according to-experiments carried 


out by a medical research team 
in Hungary, the degree of fresh 
air, obtained by babies depends 
fundamentally on the height of 
the pram’s floor above ground. 

Doctors, as a result, condemn 
low-level prams as suitable baby 
carriers 
Babies thus transported, they 
say, absorb unfair; and perhaps 
dangerous concentrations of die- 
sel and gasoline fumes in their 
delicate lungs. 

Altogether, it was found that 
babies wheeled around in fash- 
ionable low prames breathed in 
twenty percent more carbon 
monoxide and street dust than 
those lying in high prams.

Inspired partly by the sudden 
popularity of bowling (ten-pins 
in the United States and nine- 
pines in Europe) and partly by 
the increasing number of Euro- 
peans now trayeling to winter 
sports — Holland itself finds its 
winter sporters increasing by 
thousands every year — an enter- 
prising Dutch firm has launched 
a roll-curling craze. 

The new game obeys most of 
the rules of ice curling, although 
the curling stones used are 
mounted on ingenious steel ball 
bearings and are made of a pat- 
ented material which is extreme- 


toughness and resistence s0 ¢s- 
sential for this game. 

In the absence of the usual 
curling rink this indoor or out- 
door game is played On a special- 
ly constructed rink of reconsti- 
tuted stone which can be easily 


immediately converted into an 
ice-curling rink during a period 
of frost, while the roll-curling 
stones can also be changed for 
use on ice by a few simple alter- 
ations. 

“Roll curling is played either 
insingles (two teams of one 
player each), doubles (two play- 
ers in each team) or trebles 
(teams of three players each), 
so that mixed doubles are easily 
arranged. The roll-curling rink is 
about 90 inches wide and about 
85 feet long. The weight of the 
stones varies from 28 to 38 
pounds each, and a normal rink 
has 12 stones marked in pairs, 
writes H. G. Franks in the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. 

A roll-curling match is al- 
ways played over an odd num- 
ber of ends, the actual number 
being fixed at the beginning of 
the match. Actual play is practi- 
cally the same as in ice curling, 
although the designers of this 
roller curling have introduced 


_ one or two special rules to meet 


conditions, 
‘In roll curling, of course, the 
exciting use of a small broom 
wielded by a teammate running 
backwards to sweep away any 
powdered snow is not necessary. 
Yet to preferve the_ traditional 
custom many roll curlers also 
use the broom at least as a safe- 


guard against their team’s stones 


being deflected by dust or dirt. 


Roll curling links have already’ 


been put into operation all over 
Holland from Haren in thé north 
to Leende in the south, and in- 
cluding the popular tourist 
centers of Noordwijk on the 
coast and Amersfoort in the 
heart of the country. 

There are also five of these 
rinks doing well in Deauville, 
France, while the new game will 
be introduced to England before 
Christmas when a rink is to open 
in London,

Treasure Hoards—. 
Yours For The Finding 


Professional fortune hunters 
are still busy seeking . treasure- 
hoards salted away by leading 
Nazis during the war. 

Even amateurs with no more 
time to spare than their annual 
holidays are. getting into the 
search, which has already brought 
to light an estimated $9,000,000 
in money, jewels, gold ingots 


But as least another $120,000,- 
000 worth of treasure and possi- 
bly as much as $450,000,000, re- 
mains to be found, mostly in 
Italy and the Mediterranean, 


Treasure-seeking can be a 
angerous business. Several peo- 
ple have been murdered because 
they knew too much about a 
$3,000,000 treasure hoard in 
Italy’s Lake Como, : 


And a Swiss mountain guide 
who was indiscreet enough to 
talk about a cache he had un- 
covered near Zermatt disappear- 
ed without trace during the win- 
ter of 1960, 


There is no doubt about the 
existence of most of the treas- 
ures and even the approximate 


culty is to find the exact spot, 


Few people witnessed the ac- 
tual hiding of the loot and most 
of those who did were killed to 
stop them talking. 


Eight main hoards are known 
to exist. 


Hitler sent a plane-load of gold 
valued at $9,000,000 to be hidden 
in Italy, The plane crashed on 
the Italian side of the Brenner 
Pass and the crew were killed. 


A German officer and a small 
party of soldiers, realizing to 
whom the gald belonged. took it 
from the plane and hid it in 
rough country near Brenner. 


‘All were later reported killed 
in action, 

The vast fortune of gold and 
jewels known as Mussolini's Mil- 
lions, is valued at more than 
$18,000,000. It is almost certain- 
ly at the bottom of Lake Como, 
where Mussolini ordered it dump- 
ed during his flight from~ the 
British and American armies. 
At least three of the people

who helped to dump the vast 
treasure—it filled about 100 cases 
—are still alive, but only one can 
be traced. \ 


This man, a German N.C.O., 
has been unable to show exactly 
where the cases were thrown. 
Much of Lake Como has been 
dragged, without success. 

Officers serving with Field- 

Marshal Kesserlring collected 
much loot during their service in 
Italy and are said to have pooled 
it, ready for sale in more settled 
times. 
‘But the. Germans had to with- 
drawn so quickly that they had 
no chance to retrieve their for- 
tune, which is still somewhere 
in the Venice area. 

A few of the items known for 


‘certain to be in this collection 


have turned up in recent years, 
so somebody may be nibbling at 
the hoard, 

Four officers were responsible 
for hiding the treasure; three are 
dead, while the whereabouts of 
the fourth is unknown. 

Somewhere ear Palmero is a 
Nazi U-boat Avith about $15,000.- 
000 of treasure in its smashed 
hull. It is collective loot, “own- 
ed” by several senior Nazi offi- 
cers who confiscated it in various 
parts of Sicily. 

When invasion seemed“ immi- 
nent, the hoard was loaded into 
the U-boat, which was ordered 
to Genoa, where trucks were to 
pick up the boxes and-take them 
to Bavaria. 

The U-boat was wrecked north 
of Palermo. It radioed a code 
message at the time, but no trace 
of this has been found in Ger- 
man official records. 

Still it has defied location. 

The Nazis had a small but 
highly efficient Gestapo unit in 
Italy to track down people con- 
sidered dangerous, 

These men amassed a vast for- 
tune—no estimate is possible— 
by stealing from their victims. 

They accepted many bribes to 
allow people to escape but hav- 
ing pocketed the bribes they had 
their victims shot. 

The Gestapo agents put their 
loot together and hid it some- 
where in Rome, There they had 
to leave it when the Allied ad- 
vance rolled forward. Italian po- 
lice know now that two of these 
Gestapo agents returned to Italy 
in 1954. 

Apparently they quarrelled 
over the loot and fought violent- 
ly. One was shot through the 
head; the other died from knife 
wounds. 

The only other known survivor 

of the Gestapo group is still in 
jail paying for war crimes, but 
he isn’t talking, . 
Many official and unofficial 
searchers have combed Rome 
without finding the loot. Even 
the Colosseum has been searched 
for it, writes John Laffin in “Tit- 
Bits.” 
One of the most infamous of 
French collaborators was Paul 
Gillet, who made a fortune from 
his treachery. He was paid a 
percentage of the wealth owned 
by his victims, 

When Gillet saw that the end 
was inevitable, he hid his loot 
near Grenoble in south - east 
France and ran for cover. 

The Resistance caught him 
and he was executed, without 
revealing the secret of his treas- 
ure. 

The Nazis are known to have 
paid him about $1,500,000. It is 
small as some of the treasures 
go, but it is intact and still wait- 
ing to be found. ; 

All the millions of people sys- 
tematically murdered by the 
Nazis had possessions of some 
kind and many were very weal- 
thy. Not only were they deprived 
of their money and belongings. 
but even the gold in the teeth 

When Germany began to crum- 
ble, much of this loot was hur- 
riedly loaded on to. ‘trains and 
trucks and taken—in cases label- 
led “Documents” and “Army 
Records”—to secret stores in the 
Austrian mountains west of In- 
nsbruck and to others in Ba- 
varia. 

Since 1945 only about a fifth 
of the treasure has been recov- 
ered and this in Austria. The 
Bavarian cache remains undis- 
covered. Its value is impossible 
to estimate, but it must run to 
many millions, ; 

Many other smaller treasures 
are known to exist. Last summer 
two policemen in western Aus- 
tria followed a man into Bre- 
genz Forest and caught him dig- 
ging up a chest containing dia- 


monds and jewellery, all stolen 
during the war. 

The man is too young to have 
been a Nazi official, but he 1s 
suspected of having murdered 
the owner ‘of the loot, who was 
foolish enough to get drunk and 
give away the secret 

More treasures are in Swiss 
banks. Many of them will never 
be claimed because the deposi- 
tora have vanished 

What to do with all t! wealth 
is an embarrassing question for 


the Swiss Government 

The treasure hidden th. moun- 
tains, forests and lakes probably 
belongs now to the person who 
finds it, less, perhaps a slice for 
the Inland Revenue department 
of the country concerned 

But if you find any of the bul- 
lion keep quiet about it until 
you have it in a bank—or you 
probably won't live to enjoy it

Q. How can I clean black or 
colored felt hats?

gloves! To treat a whole floor, 
dissolve a half-pound of oxalic 


While still hot, 
apply it to the floor with a brush, 
letting it remain overnight. Next 
day, wash floor with clear water 
several times, After dry, it can 
be sandpapered and then finish- 
ed as you desire.

Royal Secrets 

From a shilling-a-week kitch- 
en maid to a close friend of 
royalty, leading politicians, su- 
thors and painters — that was 
Rosa Lewis's fantastic life. 


Rosa, who died ten years ago 
at the age of eighty-five, even- 


tually owned London's famed 
Cavendish Hotel. 
How did she do it? By cook- 


ing, making herself the first wo- 
man Master Chef. By her looks, 
too, for she was slim, pretty, 
golden-haired. - 

She was determined to live 
with the high-and-mighty. Rosa 
couldn’t reach them by the front 
stairs, so she went by the back. 

She obtained a kitchen job 
‘with the exiled Comte de Paris 
at Sheen House, Mortlake, then 
with his uncle, the Duc d’Au- 
male, at Chantilly, and later 
. with the Duc d’Orleans at Sand- 
-hurst.

At one Sheen House dinner 
party the Prince of Wales (later 
Edward VII) was a guest.

So the seventeen- year - old 
blonde was brought in to bob to 
the prince, receive his compli- 
ments—and a sovereign tip. 

Five years later, when she was 
cook to Lord and Lady Randolph 
Churchill, Sir Winston's parents, 
she again came under notice of 
the prince,

Small Scandal In 
Artistic Circles — 


A ‘gmall anticlimax to one of. 
the art. world’s most notorious 
affairs came recently.

returned to the U.S. after a 
stormy showing at Canada’s Na- 
tional Gallery in Ottawa, the 50- 
odd alleged fakes in the collec- 
tion would be confiscated by 
Customs officials. Chrysler, this 
theory of the law went, would 
have to pay duty and punitive 
fines on the fakes, though the 
genuine works would be duty- 
free. 

Customs officials in New York 
decided otherwise. Customs Com- 
missioner Philip Nichols Jr. call- 
ed it “a lot of tempest in a pot 
of tea,” and politely released the 
Chrysler pictures, both phony 
and genuine, to their owner, who 
promptly repossessed them. How- 
ever, the affair may not have 
ended yet. In Washington, the 
Internal Revenue Service is look- 
ing into Chrysler's tax status 
(his museum is tax exempt) and 
in Ottawa the Canadian Parlia- 
ment is getting ready for its an- 
nual look at the National Gallery 
budget. Heads may still roll at 
the museum, where it has been 
claimed that director Charles 
Comfort was forewarned that 
some of the works were fakes.

MOLASSES TAFFY 
1 cup unsulfured molasses 
1 cup sugar 
1 tablespoon butter 

Combine all ingredients in a 
2-quart saucepan. Place over 
low heat and stir until sugar is 
dissolved. Cook over medium 
heat until syrup reaches 272° F. 
on a candy thermometer, or 
when a small amount of syrup 
dropped into cold water separ- 
ates into threads which are hard 


but not brittle. Pour onto 
greased platter. 
As edges cool, fold toward 


centre or they will harden be- 
ready to pull. 
When candy is cool enough to 
handle, press into ball with 
lightly buttered fingers. Pull un~- 
til candy is light in color and 
ready to harden, Stretch 
long rope %-inch wide, Cut into 
l-inch pieces. Wrap each piece 
of taffy in waxed paper. Makes 
1% pounds taffy.

Starling Problem — 
Plagues White House 


For those of us who work in 
downtown Washington, these are 
the days of the black snow. 


It comes in the late afternoon 
every day, flecked across the 
bright hues of the sunset. It 
sweeps and swirls in black 
clouds into the heart of the city, 

Ordinary snow is soft and si- 
lent like cat paws. Our “snow” 
is raucous and squeaky, and 
sounds like many wagon wheels 
on hard-packed real snow. 

I speak of the swarms of star- 
lings which invade the nation’s 
capital every afternoon at sun- 
down. They come in great clouds 
from the suburbs seeking the 
warmer midtown clime and the 
shelter of its office buildings. 

Swooping down for a landing 
in tight formation, these thou- 


. sands .upon thousands of. birds 


jam on to every available ledge, 
fluttering, scolding, shoving one 
another off, squeezing back 
again. { 

When this black snow storm 
subsides, building after building 
is literally trimmed with wing- 
to-wing starlings. 

Come morning, off they fly and 
out comes the clean-up squad. 
Before the United States Treas- 
ury building was birdproofed, a 


regular early morning crew was - 


needed to clean up the sidewalk 
beneath every day. 

Many devices were tried be- 
fore the government finally 
found a successful system of 
birdproof. At one time it was 
thought a recorded starling dis- 
tress cry played back would do 
the trick. It worked for a while, 
but the starlings eventually 
caught on, 

Then someone came up with a 
system of outside wiring that 
gives off an electric impulse. 
Roosting birds get a slight hot- 
foot and promptly take off for 
other places. 

It is fairly: expensive to install 
on large buildings, but so far 
seems to be the only method 
which has proved successful. 
There are many sprays which 
discourage these bird colonies for 
a while but do not last indefi- 
nitely, 

Sprays are used frequently on 
trees. At the time of the last 
presidential inaugural w here 
grandstands were strung out 
beneath barren trees the length 
of Pennsylvania Avenue from 
the White House to the Capitol, 
sprays were used with success. 

It costs about $65,000 or ao to 
birdproof a building electrically. 
So far the Treasury, the Treasury 
Annex, the Archives, and the 
District of Columbia buildings 
have been cleaned and birdproof- 
ed in this fashion. 

Two more buildings are due 
for the same treatment soon — 
the Justice Department and the 
Internal Revenue Department. 

The White House has also been 
having a starling problem of late, 
The birds have taken, a special 
liking to a large tree in front of 
the northwest portico, writes 
Josephine Ripley in the Christian 
Science Monitor. 

Pierre Salinger reported re- 
recently at his press conference 
as a welcome change of sub- 
ject from Khrushchev and Castro 
that “The White House has had 
a problem for some time with 
starlings who have created nuis- 
ances in front of the White 
House.” 

For the past several days, he 
said, they have been playing a 
recording of a distressed starling 
in an attempt to discourage other 
starlings from the premises. 

The White House refused to 
say just how the starling distress 
signal had been obtained. But 


the National. Geographic Maga- 
zine was not so reticent. 

They did not know how the 
White House obtained its record- 
ing, but they knew such record- 


ings had been made in the past. 


by holding a  starling upside 
down. “You hang a starling by 


* its feet and you've got a distress- 


ed starling,” said this authority. 

And so far as the White House 
is concerned the distress signal 
appears to be working. The star- 
lings have taken the hint. The 
real distress now-is elsewhere— 
deperding on the buildings or 
treetops to which these dispos- 
sessed are swarming for refuge. 


How The Forests 
Fed The Indians 


In addition to wild rice and 
maple sugar, the Strong Woods 
offered the Ojibway all the ber- 
ries they could pick: strawber- 
ries, raspberries, blueberries, 
June berries, cranberries, and “a 
fine red berry that turns purple 
when ripe” called the poire. 
These the women and children 
gathered in little © birch-bark 
baskets slung from their beaded 
belts, making a fun time of their 
excursions into the sunny berry 
patches—as they did of most 
domestie tasks. 

The blueberry crop was the 
most important; and a _ good 


_ “blueberry year” was a cause for 


rejoicing, The fruit was always 
dried and stored in birch-batk 
makuks for the winter, when it 
was stewed with sugar or com- 
bined with other foods. Rasp- 
berries were sweetened, boiled 
‘down, and spread in small patch- 
es on sheets of birch bark, which 
were then placed in the sun. 
When the water had evaporated 
from the cooked fruit, the little 
cakes of “raspberry leather” 
were stacked and tied in packets 
for storing. Cranberries—which 
kept their crisp freshness through 
a whole winter—were eaten un- 
cooked. 
Of forest fruits, wild plums 
and gherries were most abun- 
dant, although little red apples 
were sometimes found and en- 
joyed as adessert. Plums, like 
raspberries, were made into sun- 
dried cakes, to be stewed with 
jerked meat in the wintertime. 
Cherries were sometimes mash- 
ed, pits and all, and mixed with 
deer fat. The trader Edwin 
Thompson Denig has left us a 
vivid description of the din rais- 
ed by a lodgeful of Indians 
erunching cherry pits “between 
their massive jaws” as they en- 
joyed the fresh fruit. 
Whatever the woods gave him 
of fruits, grains, nuts, or roots, 
the Ojibway made use of; and 
his tastes, indeed, were some- 
times oddly catholic. Besides the 
more ordinary forest foods, like 
wild potatoes and soup herbs, he 
ate the flowers of milkweed, the 
roots of bulrushes, the sap of the 
aspen and basswood, the sweet- 
ish substance beneath the outer 
bark of woodbine, and even the 
moss on pine trees.

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Britain’s First 
Angry Young Man 


He was one of Britain's first 
Angry Young Men. He started a 
revolution — not to win personal 
power, but to make England, and 
eventually the whole world, 
better place. : 

His methods were simple. He 
aimed to reform people by talk- 
ing to them in condemned cells 
and over crowded hovels. 

His name: William Booth, the 
founder of the Salvation Army. 
Though he died fifty years ago, 
his great. crusade lives on — a ° 
memorial to the man who be- 
friended criminals and attempted 
to destroy the outrageous social 
systems then in existence. 

His followers today resemble 
in many ways those early found- 


ers of the movement. They can 


still be seen standing at the street 
corner in all weathers, preaching 
devoutly and singing heartily. 

They are unmoved by the 
noises around them. The sneers~ 
of some and the fact that many 
others ignore them, walking hur- 
riedly by, are simply challenges 
which they readily accept.’ 

It is said that the Army has 
penetrated to almost every 
corner of the globe and that there 
is no place where they are fright- 
ened to go unarmed. All crimin- 
als, no matter how savage or un- 
couth, are an automatic target 
to receive their attentions, 

“There is no duty or task which 
their courage will not force them 
to tackle” is how one Salvation- 
ist admirer described them. 

At the time of William Booth’s 
birth, at Nottingham in 1829, the 


x ‘world was at a period of history 


when the most disgraceful social 
conditions prevailed. 


Some men died of poverty after 
lying destitute in the streets for 
long hours, without boots to cover 
their feet or sufficient clothes to 
protect their bodies. 

Booth always remembered the 
time when Queen Victoria came 
to the throne. : 

He was only eight years old, 
but the horrors of that time — 
old age in distress, children cry- 
ing for bread and the widespread 
depression that resulted from the 
poverty — left an imprint on his 
mind, ; 

He wrote in later years how, 
as a boy, he remembered once 
seeing a man,’ near the sheep 
pens at Nottingham’s market 
place, offering his wife for sale. 

He had led her by a rope that 
was fastened round her neck; the 
price he was asking for her was 
2s. 6d., a fair one, he considered. 
But he finally let her go to a 
navvy whp offered him a shilling! 

These were the conditions dur- 
ing the period when young Wil-

liam Booth, or Wilful Will as he 
was affectionately called, was 
passing through the difficult 
stage of adolescence. 

It was a time when his opinions 
were beginning to form and 
when his very outlook was start- 
ing to take shape. And he re- 


coiled at what he saw around 


him. His people were Methodists 
and it was amon them that he 
first decided to go to London to 
teach. But it was difficult to live. 

He could. not. get sufficient 
money to buy food. He turned 
to pawnbroking — and loathed it. 

A great source of strength to 
him — in fact, often an inspira- 
tion — was his wife, Catherine. 
She was a girl of determination. 


In her early teens she had seen 
a criminal being dragged to jail 
with a crowd jeering and throw- 
ing mud at him. 

She had walked at his side, so 
that he would feel there was one 
person who sympathized. 

It was she who persuaded 
Booth to become a minister. ° 


William Booth was not a strong 
man physically. And he had suf- 
fered increasingly from digestive 
trouble. 

But at the age of thirty-six, 
when his fifth child, Eva, was 
born, he started the Christian 
Mission. The open air was to be 
his cathedral. 


The new mission flourished 
and after thirteen years he re- 
christened it with a name that 
has since become world-famous 
— the Salvation Army. Uniform- 
ed, with its flag flying, this first 
little band went into the great 
wide world to preach its message 
to all who would listen. Its leader 
was perhaps the greatest of all 
generals — he formed the largest 
private army, but never fired a 
shot, writes Ursula Bloom in 
“Tit-Bits.” 

At first this new idea shocked 
public taste and he met with 
stormy interviews. 


On one occasion’ Booth found 
men sleeping on the bare stones 
under one of London's bridges. 


The sight so stirred him that he 
began collecting money to build 
sheds to house them. 

Women played their part in the 
movement, too. In their famous 
bonnets they would enter many 
of the dens of vice and by their 
purity help to dispel much of the 
darkness and shame around 
them. 

Then Booth found another way 
of attacking the disgraceful con- 
ditions of social life in England. 

He published a book, If Dark- 
est England, which sold 10,000 
copies on the first day. 

One month later, another 40,000 
were sold, with his Army claim- 
ing all the profits. 

The death of his wife in 1890 
left William Booth in a state of 
great grief and personal anguish. 
She had refused morphia because 
\of religious scruples. 

When her body lay in state, 
enormous crowds queued to walk 
past her -—— the first great in- 
stance of the tremendous power 
of the Army. 

William himself was suffering 
the effects of old age — he was 


marching into blindness ~— al- 
though he fought on without 
complaining. 


In 1908, when he was operated 

on for cataract, Queen Alexandra 
inquired after him daily. 
« He died at the age of eighty- 
four. And famous people through- 
out the world sought news of the 
gentle revolutionary during those 
final hours of his life. 

Many were annoyed he was not 
to be given an Abbey burial — 
but this was the biggest funeral 
London had ever seen. 

A commercial traveller in jail 
for being drunk was bored—so 
he carved his name on a bench. 
Result; Another 60 days—in San 
Pedro, California—for disfigur- 
Ing state property,

Migrating Birds 
Cause Air Crashes 


The crash of a passenger plane 
in Maryland on Nov. 24, follow- 
ing collision with a large bird 
has intensified research on the 
flight patterns of bird migra- 
tions. 


There is a great deal of 


in- 


| 


formation on the time and place 


of such migrations, but very 
little as to the altitude at which 
various birds fly. 


This information is difficult to 
come by, according to all author- 
‘ities, including experts in the 
Fish and Wildlife Service of the 
Department of the Interior. 


The reason for this mystery 
lies in the fact that most migra- 
tions occur during the night. 
They cannot be seen visually, 
and it is only recently that at- 
tempts have been made to pick 
radar 


up bird flights on the 
screen, 
Even then it is hard to tell 


whether the specks are actually 
birds and impossible to tell what 
kind they are or at what alti- . 
tude they are flying, 

Altitude is, after all, the im- 
portant thing as far as pilots are 
concerned. The pilot of the Unit- 
ed Airlines plane involved in the 
Maryland crash after collision 
with a swan had been informed 
there were flights of large birds 
in the area. 

Obviously he did not see them, 
and the assumption is that the 
plane, which was descending at 
the time, dropped into the lower 
flight path of the birds without 
either the pilot or the birds being 
aware of each other. 

The plane is reported to have 
been flying at about 6,000 feet at 
the time of the encounter. Larger 
birds fly at altitudes between 
3,000 and 9,000 feet. One pilot 
reported observing a duck flying 
at 21,000 feet. This is the “alti- 
tude record” for birds so far as 
known, in the United: States, at 
least. ; 

There have been seven plane 
accidents in the past 11 years in- 
volving encounters with birds. In 
one instance a blue goose crash- 
ed through a window of a plane, 
at 4.400 feet, injuring the copilot, 

This was the only case of its 
kind. The plane was not affect- 
ed and continued on its course. 
In another instance, a plane tak- 
ing off from Boston ran into a 


flock of starlings causing it to 
erash shortly after being air- 
| borne. 

This accident touched off a 
nation-wide drive to clear air- 
| port areas of bird populations 
i 


by eliminating feeding areas and 
filling in the ponds which attract 
the water birds.

There have been numerous 
cases where’ night-flying birds 
have become confused and forced 
down to lower altitudes where 
they crash into flashing airline 
beacons or lighted buildings,

It is possible in these cases to 
gauge the flight altitude by the 
mark of contact, but authorities 
dare not go by. this since they.

Different birds have their own 
formations.

Others fly by the 
thousands in single formation 
strung out for miles. This fact 
has been established on bright 
moonlight nights when they can 
be seen silhouetted against the 
moon, ; 

Most daytime flights can be 
detected by the naked eye, but 
telescopes are needed to pick up 
the flights of smaller birds. As- 
tronomers looking for sunspots 
have occasionally been confused 
by small objects finally identi- 
fied as birds. 

Studies with respect to prob- 
lems of bird ingestion into plane 
engines, and ways of preventing 
this, as well as the strengthen- 
ing. of airplane windshields 
against colliding birds have been 
going on for many years and are 
continuing. They will now in- 
clude investigation into methods 
of strengthening, the tail section 
of planes to prevent accidents 
such as the recent one in Mary- 
land,

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A Warning About | 
“Low-Salt’”’ Diets 


The Committee on Nutrition of 
the Illinois State Medical Society 
finds it necessary, as a public 
service, to sound an emphatic 
warning “salt-free,“ “salt-poor” 
or “low-sodium” diet, when un- 
dertaken on the basis of self- 
diagnosis and self-administration. 

No individual should. attempt 
to maintain such a diet except 
under close, constant supervision 


by a physician, It is dangerous | 


to disturb the salt balance of the 
body, : 

The only persons who might 
be benefited by such a diet are 
those seriously ill of heart or 
kidney disease, who should there- 
fore be under the constant care 
of a physician. 

This danger is especially men- 
acing in hot weather. The in- 
creased loss of salt through ex- 
cessive sweating in summer heat 
can .cause a severe reaction, 
which might even be fatal, in a 
person whose salt or sodium re- 
serve is already depleted by an 
unsupervised low-salt diet. 

Any person who succumbs to 
the popular fad in the hope of 
losing weight or reducing blood 
pressure may be sadly disap- 
pointed, since the effect of sodi- 
um restriction is largely the loss 
of water, not tissue, from the 
body. The water is quickly re- 
placed because of the resultant 
thirst, 

Sodium and chlorine are ele- 
ments which are essential to nor- 
mal body function. Every cell 
in the body requires sodium in 
some way; a proper balance 
among sodium, potassium and 
calcium, for instance, is essential 
to normal heart action. Chlorine 
is also required for health; for 
instance, an adequate supply per- 
mits the body to manufacture 
hydrochloric acid, a component 
of the gastric juice which is nec- 
essary to digestion. 

The usual American gets much 
of his daily requirements of these 
two elements from his meals, but 
part of it is taken in the form of 
extra table salt, which chemical- 

ly is sodium chloride. 

Moreover, in area such as the 
Great Lakes basin, the soil is de- 
ficient in iodine, which is essen- 
tial to proper function of the 
thyroid gland, Iodine is usually 
added to table salt in order to 
prevent that type of goiter which 
is due to lack of iodine. 

When table salt is removed 
from the diet, of the citizen, 


| 
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therefore, he or she may he dan- 
gérously deprived of these three 
elements essential to iHfe—sodi- 
um, chlorine and iodine. : 

Thus there is a great deal of 
risk in the low-sodium or salt- 
poor diet. 

Occasionally a physician will 
take that risk in order to relieve 
the symptoms of certain patients 
suffering from heart or kidney 
disease. In congestive heart fail- 
ure, for instance, water can ac- 
cumulate in the tissues, a condi- 
tion known as edema or, pop- 
ularly, “dropsy,.” That imposes.a 
tremendous extra strain on the 
already weakened heart, so the 
physician tries to release much of 
the water, by reducing the intake 
of sodium, which tends to hold 
water in the body. 

This is a calculated risk, taken 
deliberately in order to relieve a 
more immediately dangerous con- 
dition. The patient must be con- 
stantly watched to see that his 
sodium reserve does not drop be- 
low the minimum essential to 
health, even to life. 

The physician must also be 
ready to increase the sodium in- 
take immediately in case of any 
sudden. additional loss of sodium, ° 
such aS that due to- prolonged 
heat and excessive sweating. 
Perspiration contains sodium 
chloride and the loss of the 
chemical via the sweat glands 
can be severe. That may occur 
even in normal persons exposed 
to extreme heat—with weakness, 
nausea, cramps, collapse, coma 
and even death ensuing, unless 
the sodium deficiency is quickly 
corrected. 

It is clear, therefore, that any- 
one subjecting himself or herself 
to a low-sodium diet, on his own 
initiative and without medical 
supervision, may invite disaster.

back I have walked up on a bed- 
ded-down deer who, on a dry 
day, would have bounded and 
gone off like a freight train. Most 
of the animals take cover in this 
kind of a storm and become sub- 
dued. So as I wandered out past 
the pond I found this pair of 
green- winged teal bo bbhing 
around, At first sight I just ac- 
knowledged them as ducks, and 


then I decided they were teal, 


and after that I discovered them 
to be green-wings. 

They spent two full days with 
me, and since then they have 
done the same each spring and 
fall. 1 wonder what schedule 
contrives to bring them exactly 
here each time just as the storm 
breaks? How do they know. in 
Honduras or in Alaska, when to 
strike out so they can be right 
here for the no’theaster? I think 
they drop in during the evening, 
about the time the storm makes 
up, for they are there of a morn- 


Of course, I have no way of 
knowing if these two green-wing- 
ed teal today are the same. ones 
who came down five years ago. I 
assume they are, because I don’t 
think this great surge of migra- 
tion that goes on with the birds 
is than chancy, but don’t they 
raise some young? Don’t they 
have a flock on these trips? 

My own farm mallards come 
and go, but not by flying. One 
year I sent away and bought a 
new drake; I have also bought 
new hens. The mallard is essen- 
tially a wild bird, willing to do- 
mesticate himself, but he, too, 
knew those flyways once and 
could probobly return to them. 
Do these free and limber buc- 
caneers give our lazy old mal- 
lards a pitch? O’ come with me 
and be my love sort of thing? Do 
they tell of happy mornings in 
the slough holes of Manitoba, or 
of warm nights when a Honduras 
moon sieepily caresses the 
‘swamps? Do they tell of tall ships 
and a star to steer her by? And 


while they are here they are as 
much at home as the mallards. 
They are foul weather friends, 
coming from a mysterious yon~- 
der in a pattern of life quite be- 
yond our understanding, and re- 
turning to it again to leave us 
wondering — By John Gould in 
the Christian Science Monitor.

Russia’s Amateurs 
Just Like Ours? 


, Russians like to ‘boast that all 


Soviet athletes are unpaid ama- 
teurs while colleges and other 


* amateur sport groups in the U.S. 


and Canada often subsidize their 
players with strictly capitalist 
rewards. West Point recently 
was accused by the magazine 
Soviet Sport of luring high-school 
football stars into U.S. Army ca- 
reers with promises of “big 
money” and an “easy life.” 

The Russians were hoist with 
their own canard last month by 
a pair of unexpected muckrak- 
ers — Izvestia and Pravda. In 
Viadivostok, 
the Far Eastern Polytechnical 
Institute admitted an entire high- 
scoring soccer team to the engi- 
neering school, even though ex- 
aminers marked four of them un- 
acceptable because “they had no 
idea at all about physics.” . 

Pravda dug, into the work 
habits of soccer players on ¢ol- 
lective farms, and then pointed 
out: “Too many, footballers who 
neither sow nor reap ... are be- 
ing kept at a cost of tens of 
thousands of rubles to the state.” 
On one top team called “The 
Road to Communism,” whose 
home collective is in southern 
Russia, the paper uncovered six- 
teen pros listed as “farm work- 
ers.” Each was paid $225 a 
month (average farm wage: $65) 
plus a food allowance and special 
holiday. The farm manager, 
Mikhail Soshnikov, insisted that 
his players were honest peasants. 
“Don’t believe Soshnikov,” de- 
clared Pravda. “All of them to- 
gether haven't done a day's 
work.” 
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reported Izvestia,.

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The Day Mob Rule 
Took Over Halifax 


It was a time for rejoicing. In 
towns and villages all over the 
world flags were brought out 
and people began to celebrate. On 
the morning of May 7, 1945, all 
that remained of the German 
war machine surrendered uncon- 
ditionally to the Allies. 


The bitter battle against the 
Japanese had yet to be won, but 
hostilities in Europe were at an 
end. 


Halifax, Nova Scotia, lay 3,000 
miles away from the deeply scar- 
red countryside of Europe, but, 
as principal North American 4s- 
sembly port for Allied convoys, 
its citizens had also known long 
years of war-time privation and 
sacrifice. 


As they went about. their busi- 
ness on that sunny May morning 
ot one person imagined for a 
ment that they and their city 
wete only a few hours away from 
Hell 


Towards late afternoon on the 
seventh the official confirmation 
of the news was received and 
Mayor Allan Butler announced 
that an organized celebration was 
planned for the following day. 

But even as this statement was 
made public, thousands of peo- 
ple had, gathered in the streets. 


Men and women in uniform 
were congratulated on all sides, 


shaken hands with, swept into 
a 1 embrace by total 
gers. 

To Halifax the war had brought 
not only merchant seamen from 
all over the world, but hundreds 
of thousands of British and Can- 
adian servicemen, 

From the very beginning the 
people of Halifax had gone out of 
their way to provide hospitality 
and free entertainment, Canteens 
had been set up, concerts and 
film shows organized and homes 
thrown open to servicemen and 
women. The response of the maj- 
ority to this thoughtfulness had 
been one of gratitude, but some, 
particularly those who had been 
stationed in ‘the city for a long 
time, contemptuously dismissed 
it as “Dreary Town On Sea” in 
which, they claimed, there was 
absolutely nothing to do.

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When the blaring hooters an- 
nounced the Allied victory over 
Germany, the liquor stores re- 
ceived orders to close immediate- 
ly as a precaution against wide- 
spread drunkenness.. 

Word of this got round auickly 
and the stage was set for tragedy. 

At 6:30 p.m.a squad of around 
950 sailors marcnec. o , 
dockyard looking for al! the 
world as though they were going 
on duty. Once outside. though, 
they broke ranks and ran wild. 

First, they stormed a crowded 
streetcar and; after politely ask- 
ing the passengers» and crew to 
get out, they tipped it over off 
the rails and set fire to it. 

As the flames took hold, the 
laughing sailors, now joined by 
a crowd of civilians, formed up 
again and marched up thé main 
street, gathering more Supporters 
as they went. 

When they reached two of the 
locked and shuttered liquor 
stores, they smashed their way 
into them and began to distribute 

‘and empty the ottles of spirits 
on-the shelves. \ 

By the time police reinlorce- 
ments and military and naval 
police patrols reached the scene 
the looters, loaded with booty, 
had dispersed, to be swallowet Up 
in the vast crowds. 

For the moment the trouble 
was over. 

Next morning the official cele- 
brations began on an open space 


- away from the city centre. But as 


the military band struck up the 
first rousing march, the word 
spread that a new riot had start- 
ed in the main shopping district. 

Although, as a precaution, the 
Navy had restricted shore leave 
to about half the sailors im the 

‘dockyard and on the ships, more 
than 9,000 of them had moved in 
on the town. 

Almost at once the majority 
of them, joined by 2,900 merchant 
seamen, several hundred soldiers 
and airmen and more than 1,000 
civilians, embarked on an orgy 
of destruction, looting and vio- 
lence that was to last late into 
the night. 

The situation was out of con- 
trol. With no more than fifty men 
on the force the city police were 
powerless. 

The first buildings to be ran- 
sacked were the remaining liquor 
stores and a brewery, where the 
rioters used a lorry to carry away 
their spoils, writes Michael J. 
Bird in “Tit-Bits”. 

These attacks were followed by 
unrivalled scenes of drunkenness, 
debauchery and anarchy. The 
mob was in command; a mob in- 
flamed by alcohol. 

While hundreds of men and 
women — among them young 
girls in their teens — lay drunk 
in doorways or sat drinking, 
others looted the shops.. 

Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars worth of merchandise was 
thrown out to the howling, 
screaming crowd by those in the 
spearhead of the raiding parties. 

From the big stores men and 
women staggered away with 
jewellery, watches, foodstuffs and 
even furniture. 

Many people were to be seen 
wearing expensive fur coats and 
carrying three or four more bun- 
dled in their arms. 

One sailor stood on a street 
corner with his cap full of dia- 
mond rings offering one to any 
passing girl who would give him 
a kiss. 

Scores of rioters spilled over 
into the parks and open spaces 
of the city where some collapsed 
into an alcoholic sleep, while 
others openly satisfied their de- 
sires. 

Throughout the hours of chaos 
photographers from the Halifax 
newspapers were quietly at work 
among the mob. Many of their 
pictures were later to be used 
to secure convictions, but few 
were published, so obscene and 
degrading were the scenes they 
recorded, 

Meanwhile, as hundreds of or- 
derly citizens gathered their ter- 
rified families around them be- 
hind locked doors, others rush- 
ed to volunteer their services as 
vigilantes in quelling the riot. 

But Mayor Butler, realizing 
that more than a mere handful 
of civilians would be needed to 
bring things under control, sent 
an urgent appeal for troops to 
nearby Debert. Within an hour 
of his message being received a 
battalion of Canadian paratroops 
were on their way. 

Desperately the senior nas al 
officer, Rear-Admiral L. W. Mur- 
ray, made a last-minute atten pt 
to avert the wholesale bloodshed 
which he foresaw with the ar- 
rival of soldiers. 

Showing great courage, he 
toured the stricken area announc- 


ing through a loudspeaker that , 


the mayor had proclaimed 4 cur+) 


few for 8 p.m. and that anyone 
out onthe streets after that 
would be arrested or shot 

Slowly the mob broke up and 
the men and women 
drift away. Soon the streets were 
deserted. 

For three days the curfew re- 
mained in force and armed 
troops, police and citizens’ vig: 
ante groups patrolled the streets 
Appalled by this demonstration 
of wanton violence the law dealt 
severely with convicted offerd- 
ers.

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In the farming area surround- 
ing the small Ohio town where I 
grew up, No Trespassing signs 
were rare. A boy could walk for 
gnifes across the fields, climbing 
the barbed-wire fences that 
trarked the ownership bound- 
aries, without running into one. 
It wat accepted without thought 

_«@r question that, as long as we 
@beyed certain unwritten rules, 
we had a right to walk across 
those fields. In one sense, they 
were owned by certain specified 
people who paid taxes on them 
gaui had the privilege of planting 


- ‘them to corn or wheat. But in an- 


«other sense, they belonged to us. 

Our ownership came through 
Tr musty legal documents. It 
came im part by right of inherit- 
aoce from the generations of 
boys who had preceded us, in 
part from the knowledge acquir- 
ed through our own research. 


’ Jt was an arguable point of eth- 


ics, at least in our minds, whether 
a walnut tree was more the prop- 
erty of the man who held its le- 


gal ownership or of the boy who . 


had come back, week after week, 
to watch the ripening green nuts, 
waiting for the frost to come and 
turn the leaves brown, indicat- 
ing the harvest was ready. 

Blackberries belonged to us, 
unless the owner specifically in- 
formed us otherwise. So did the 
mint growing along creek -bot- 
toms. and the elderberries hang- 
ing in dusty profusion along the 
right of way of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad spur line to Ashtabula. 
Dead trees were ours to build 
campfires or rude cabins with. 
The live trees belonged to the 
owner who had the right to cut 
them, although we preferred that 
he didn't. 

In return, the unwritten agree- 
mertt between our world and the 
‘adult world specified that .we 
would extinguish our campfires 
carefully. We would refrain from 
throwing rocks at cows to watch 
them run awkwardly across the 
fields. We would avoid swimming 
where the farmer’s wife or 


daughters might, be shocked at 
our lack of swimrning suits. And 
we would do our best not to 
break down fences when we 
elimbed over or through them. 


Like all rules, written and un- 
written, these were not always 
obeyed. But the boys themselves 
discouraged violators. If another 
boy chopped down a maple, we 
knew that the entire woods 
might be denied to the rest of us. 
If a campfire were improperly 
‘extinguished and caused damage, 
it would spoil things for all of 
those boys who spent most of 
their summers in other people's 
woods and fields. 

But more important than these 
considerations was another: As 
far as we were concerned, the 
real estate we used was ours, no 
matter what the registrar of 
deeds thought. And only the most 
shortsighted boy would ruin what 
was his own. 

Not every owner of farmland 
accepted the system. Once in & 
while, a boy was chased and 
threats were shouted. But gener- 
ally, as long as nothing more val- 
uable than field corn was appro- 
priated for the meals at the camp- 
fires, a friendly truce obtained. 

The fence owners sometimes 
grumbled that we loosened the 
barbed wire they had strung be- 
tween the fields in climbing over 
it. It was true that we looked for 
places where the wire sagged, so 
it was possible to craw! between 
the middlé strands without be- 
ing snagged. It was also true that

sometimes, when a boy was 
mounting the wire next to a post, 
on his way to the other side, 
a staple pulled loose under his 
weight. 


But these were accidents, as 


much regretted by the boy as the _ 


owner. Most farmers seem to 
have regarded us as one more 
natural hazard to agriculture, 
like potato bugs, which had to be 
accepted with good grace. 

In the town where I grew up, 
the favorite gathering place of 
generations of boys was called 
either Dixon's Woods or simply 
the woods.” As I left the house, 
after gathering up whatever 
foodstuff 1 needed, I would say, 
“I'm going to the woods,” and 
everyone knew where I would 
be until dark. 


To get to the woods, two routes 
were traditional. By bicycle you 
rode a mile east, then back 
through the driveway of a church, 
where the shed which had been 
built for horses and buggies form- 
ed a makeshift garage. The drive- 
way turned into a track leading 


across the fields, barely negoti-' 


able by a bicycle. This, in turn, 
led into a rough roadway made 
by tractors and other farm ma- 
chinery, which ran past the 
large, shallow pond that set Dix- 
on’s woods apart from those 
owned by other farmers. 

When we made the trip on 
foot, we headed east for a half 
mile along the gravel sidewalk 
that ran along the main road to 
Cleveland. Then we ducked 
through a fence into a villager’s 
orchard, back through the fields, 
over a fence or two to the woods 
and pond. This path, like the 
more roundabout route to the 
woods used by bicycles and an 
occasional Model T, had been 
handed down to us by the boys 
who were our predecessors. It 
was accepted as ours, even 
though technically we were tres~- 
passers as soon as we left the 
public walk, writes Robert W. 
Wells in the Ghristian Science 
Monitor. 

The pond was not deep enough 
for swimming, although once or 
twice we tried it. A single row- 
boat was there, hidden in the 
weeds. Because there was no 
other boat to race it against, we 
held time trials to see who could 
row the fastest from one end of 
the pond to ‘another while time 
was kept with the second hand 
on a dollar pocket watch. 

In the winter, dozens of out- 
siders came to skate, with a big 
campfire blazing on shore in case 
the ice gave way. Even girls 
came to the woods then. But dur- 
ing the summers, while they 
were not precisely banned, they 
were not encouraged. 

A grove of sugar maples had 
been planted near the pond. Be- 
hind it was the woods, limited on 
one\side by the railroad right of 
way,\on the other by the culti- 
vated ‘fields. There was 4 tradi- 
tional site for the principal cabin 
_. a rude affair of fallen trees at 
first, entered through the top; 
later a more elaborate structure 
was constructed out of slabs ob- 
tained from a saw mill. There 
were generally a few satellite 
cabins under construction in hid- 
den places nearby, for one of the 
things we did in the woods was 
build cabins. We seldom used 
them once they were built. We 
just built them. 

What else did we do during 
those long summer days? Well, 
we made fires and cooked things 
over them. We listened to squir- 
rels scold. At night, we sat and 
heard the owls and an occasional 
bittern. We learned to tell a red 
oak from a white oak and a hard 
maple ‘from a_ soft. We walked 
through the dim paths in the 
quietness. We talked, We sat on 
stumps. We sat on logs. We lay 
on the ground and looked up at 
the play of the sunlight on the 
leaves. We did nothing. 

We knew the man who owned 
the woods, as we knew everyone 
in the village, and I presume he 
knew: us. But he never intruded 
on our affairs and we did not in- 
trude on his, It was only years 
later, when I had met other 
landowners and become one my~ 
gelf, that I began to appreciate 
his forbearance, 

There was another woods near 
Dixon’s. But this one was differ- 
ent, lt was surrounded hy, “keep 
out” signs. There were no.paths 


made by boys feet geroe ) ’ 
it. Ordinarily, a boy 1s attracted 
by the forbidden; still, we sel- 
dom went there 

j can recall only once when, 
for some now-forgotten, reason, J 
decided to ignore the signs and 
walk in the posted woods it 
turned out to be uke at otner 
woods, Still, I felt out of place 
there. There was no one around 
to chase me out, but the place 
seemed unfriendly and I left 

The signs made the difference, 
“Keep out,” they said, and by 
implication: “Boys are not wel- 


come to walk here under the Lrees 
or to explore the hidden places, 


’ and if a bird sings or 4 squirrel 


chatters, you must not listen.” 
And now, of course, the world 
js full of signs. “No trespassing,” 
they say, or “keep off the grass” 
or “keep moving.” It 18 4 more 
complicated world than it was 
30 years ago and perhaps ail of 
the admonitions are necessary. 
But if a boy comes walking 
across the fields, he will find no 
sign on my shagbark hickory.

She is probably the World 
Champion in this class, since tur- 
nip pies were apparently un- 
heard of until recently. 
Radio-television star Arthur 
Godfrey chose Mrs. Neil's entry 
from five submitted in this 
unique competition. 
“Excellent!” was Mr, Godfrey's 
comment on sampling Mrs. Neil’s 


us pie. “Whoo, brother!” 


“There wasn’t a great deal to 
choose between the five,” he 
said, “but Mrs. Neil’s pie had a 
Httle more subtle flavor.” 

The contest was inspired by 
Lewis Thomson of Stratford, 
Ont., a turnip-grower and ‘sev~- 
eral times Turnip King at the 
Royal Winter Fair, during & 
press reception on opening day 
of the fair. 


Toronto photographer Strathy 
Smith was so impressed with Mr. 
Thomson’s description of the 
vegetable’s virtues, he suggested 
to a group of newspapermen, ex- 
hibitors and fair officials that it 
might be good enough to bake 
in a pie. 

Mis, Neil, Assistant Secretary 
of the fair, and several others 
in the group decided either to 
try it, or have their wives exX- 
periment with the idea.

syrup or spoon syrup over fruit. 
Repeat boiling and cooling pro- 
cess several times or until all 
syrup has been absorbed. Remove 
slices and place on wire rack. Let 
stand overnight. Combine confec- 
tioner’s sugar and % cup water 
in small saucepan. Heat suffi- 
ciently to dissolve sugar, but do 
not allow to boil. Cut orange 
slices in half and dip in warm 
syrup. Drain and return to rack 
to cool and dry. Store in covered 
container in cool, dry place. 
Makes 24 pieces.

They Sold Butter 
By The Pint! 


Butter has-been an important 
item of man’s diet since the earl- 
est days. Hindu writings dating 
back more than 3,000 years de- 
scribe how butter was used as a 
sacrifice to their gods. 


Even today, Hindu rulers are 
anointed with butter. 


Butter-making was discovered 
when herdsmen carried the milk 
from their cattle in skin bags 
hung over the animals’ backs. 
The jolting caused the cream in 
the milk to clot. 

From this crude beginning they 
made churns from hollowed-out 
logs. They left the milk to stand 
in shallow pails. so that they 
could skim off the .top cream 
and’ then, by swinging this in the 
log, or in a leather bag, produce 
a thick, yellow butter: 

The basic printiple of butter- 
making is the same now as it was 
5,000 years ago—the only differ- 
ence being that hand-operated 
churns have been replaced by 
electrically operated ones. 

The palatable butter we enjoy 
is a product of the last 100 years. 
Before then it was heavily salted 
to keep it from going bad, stored 
in stout wooden chests which 
were buried in the ground, 

When butter was sold loose in 
the streets, it often had such a 
high water content that it was 
sometimes sold by the pint! 

Usually, however, it “was 
bought by the pat, or by the 
length from a yard-long basket. 
It was unwrapped, and often 
caused stomach disorders, 

In 1873, the first forms of 
refrigeration changed dairying 
methods completely. About the 
same time, a machine was in- 
vented which separated the 
cream from the milk. These 
made it possible not only to 
make large quantities of butter, 
but also to keep it in good con- 
dition for long periods. 

Gradually, butter-making on 


individual farms virtually ceased. 
Faetories were set up’ which .col- 
lected milk, from the farms and 
produced Butter—and allied milk 
products=commercially.

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New Betting Shops Mushroom In Britain 
Man's Supper Depends On Horses

Betting shops in Britain now 
handle more than $300,000,000 a 
year — and that’s after winnings 


have been deducted, 
The money pouring in from 
punters provides the biggest 


growth in the British economy 
at the present time. 

More than 22,000 of these li- 
censed gambling parlours have 
mushroomed all over Britain, 
The average increase is estimat- 
ed at 100 every week. 

Within three months of bet- 
ting shops becomihg legal under 
the Betting and Gaming Act 
of 1960, thre were 8,780 of them 
in that country. —

én betting shops comes before 
the Government in the near fu- 
ture. 


Nowadays, too, a vast army of 
housewives » pop into betting 
shops as naturally as they do the 
green-grocers or the butchers. 

The betting shop bug has ta- 
ken. a very strong hold. If a 
wife has the bingo bug as well, 
her husband can be in for even 
worse trouble. 

“There ig no doubt,” says Mr. 
David Harrison, vice - president 
of the National Union of Small 
Shopkeepers,. “that some wives 
are putting on more money than 
they can afford out of house- 


keeping. 
“They are deceiving their hus- 
bands — and themselves! 


“Over the past twelve months, 
there. has been a marked in- 
crease in bad debts in some 
working-class areas. Quite a 
number of .small shopkeepers 
have. had to sell out. 

“There have always been bad 
debts in certain middle-class 
London suburbs, but now the 
habit has spread to areas like 
Islington, Bermondsey and the 
Elephant and Castle where peo- 
ple were very honest about their 
small bills, 

- “It is-worse than in the days 
ef unemployment before the 
war.” 

Apart from the City of Lon- 
don, the plum sites for this new 
industry are the High Streets 
and main shopping centres. 

Under the Act of 1960, punters 
must not be encouraged to lin- 
ger after placing their bets, But 
there: is no compulsion to make 
them leave. 

Not Jong ago | visited several 
betting shops in the Camberwell 
district of London where they 
seem to crop up every sixty 
yards or so in some busy streets,

With this in. mind, I went to 
Doncaster, home of the St. Leger 
and once known as the Punter’s 
Paradise, For there were about 
thirty unofficial betting ‘shops 
in this wealthy Yorkshire town 
long before the new Act came 
into force.

Today there are fifty betting 
offices in Doncaster, Or one per

pubs, forty working men’s clubs, 
six cinemas and four dance halls, 

Gambling on horses has, how- 
ever, if anything decreased since 
the haleyon days of “secret” bet- 
ting. Leading Doncaster book- 
maker Ralph Raper told me that 
much of his custom used to come 
from the outlying mining vil- 
lages. 

But now the miners have bet- 
ting shops on their own door- 
steps.

Many people, including some 
established firms of bookmakers, 
feel that betting shop saturation 
point has been reached in cer- 
tain areas. 

A limiting factor to 
growth might be apparent next 
May when all.owners will have 
to pay-the Betting Levy Board 
on a sliding scale on their pro- 
fits. 

If this official tax is not paid, 
the Board can sue. Also, no re- 
newal of permit would be grant- 
ed, 

But as it is, other forms. of 
entertainment and gambling are 
being hard hit by the straight 
switch from ,4redit betting by 
phone, or on the course, to cash 
betting in the shops. 

Thousands of punters who 
used to go to race meetings or 
greyhound tracks in the after- 
noons now save fares and gate- 
money by betting at licensed of- 
fices near their homes or work. 

So it is unlikely that those 
shops agitating to keep open 
after the present legal closing 
hour of 6.30 p.m. will be per- 
mitted to do so, much as they 
want to cash in on evening 
racing! 

All that is needed to run a bet- 
ting shop, if you can find suit- 
able premises meeting with town 
planning requirements, is* a 
bookmaker’s permit which costs 
$300 and $3 a year to renew, 
plus a betting office licence, 
which costs $3 annually. Bcth 
are obtainable from the local li- 
censing justices. 


Just Who Invented 
The Telegraph?

Most people give the credit to 
one man — Samuel Morse, 

According to a British histori- 
an, however, the credit should 
more properly read: “Morse, 
Vail, and Gale invented the tele- 
graph.” What is more, says 
G. R. M. Garratt, a member of 
the staff of the Science Museum 
in. London, the Morse code 
should rightly be called the Vail 
code, The alleged evidence for 
this drastic revision of history, 
as reported by Garratt in the 
journal New Scientist and- am- 
plified by other historians of 
science, seems to be this: 

Between 1832 and 1835, Sam- 
uel Morse, a bankrupt painter in 
search of an. income, devised 
what Garratt calls “the imprac- 
tical contraption which consti- 
tuted the first electromagnetic 
telegraph.” Incoming signals 
caused a small electromagnet to 
jiggle a pen, which marked zig- 
zag lines on 4a clockwork-driyen 
paper tape. The idea, of course, 


was pioneering, but because of 
Morse’s mechanical ineptitude, 
the device ‘was impractical. For 
one, the zigzag lines were not 
adaptable to any sort of effi- 
cient, workable code. More im- 
portant, the signals could not 


carry over more than 40 feet of 
wire. Fortunately, Morse de- 
cided in 1837 to form a partner- 
ship with an ingenious young 
mechanic “named Alfred’ Vail. 
Vail solved’ Morse’s first prob- 
lem by changing the motion of 
the  electromagnet’s armature 
from horizontal to vertical,

To solve the distance prob- 
lem, a third partner, Dr. Leonard 
Gale, taught Morse the electro- 
magnetic experiments performed 
a few years earlier by Joseph 
Henry. Emulating Henry’s work, 
the partners added more turns 
of wire to the armature and used 
a number of cells in series. In 
May 1844, these innovations eh- 
sabled Morse toesend his famous 
“What hath God wrought” mes- 
sase over 40 miles of wire. 

As for the language of the 
“Morse”. code, Garratt claims it 
was actually Vail who first re- 
aliz.d that the shortest symbols 
should represent the. most tre- 
quently used letters (one dot tor 
E. but two dashes and two dots 
for Z). But the partners’ con- 
tracts stated that all changes in 
the original device would be 
credited to Morse and Vail 
and Gale apparently were con- 
tent to do so. The same mag- 
nanimous ‘attitude did not seem 
to have inspired Morse, who, in 
Garratt’s view, had “self-hypno- 
tized” himself into believing he 
was the sole inventor of the 
telegraph, But if Samuel Morse’s 
role in history has been over- 
inflated, even Garratt admits 
that it was an indispensable one: 
“It was in fact the persistence 
which is so often born of tgnor- 
ance that kept the telegraph 
alive in his mind.”

Threat To Planes 
Costiy And Deadly 


High over Maryland the after- 
noon of Nov. 23,.a United States 
Air Lines Viscount dropped down 
to 6,000 feet for a landing at 
Washington National Airport. As 


the pilot settled into his final “ap- . 


proach, the plane smashed into 
an 18-pound whistling swan, a 
long - necked bird that had 
summered in the Arctic and was 
heading for its wintering grounds 
along Chesapeake Bay. 

The result of this 250-mph im- 
pact, Civil Aeronautics Board in- 
vestigators said last month’ after 
studying the wreckage of the 
plane, was as though a “soft can- 
nonball” had hit the tail as- 
sembly. The bird dug a 10-inch- 
wide hole in the edge of the left 
stabilizer, sending the horizontal 
stabilizer into«a violent flutter. 
The tail assembly tore loose, and 
landed “a quarter of a mile from 
the rest ofthe plane, with part of 
the dead swan wedged in it. All 
seventeen persons on board were 
killed. ( 


It was the second fatal U.S. air 
crash to be blamed on birds. In 
the other an Electra took off 
from Logan Airport in Boston on 
Oct. 4, 1960, and flew straight into 
a flock of starlings. Three of the 
four jet engines choked on bird 
corpses, and the plane dropped 
into the bay. Sixty-two persons 
died. ae

shanking; no more half-and-half 
allegiance to the cause. Exclu- 
siveness had to be complete! 

In case anyone imagined Big 
Brother was pulling his punches, 
Big Jim, jnr., brushed up the 
British book of rules with his 
lieutenants. 

To the existing bans on tele- 
vision, radio, films, dances, mar- 


riages between non-Exclusives 
and no haircuts for the Sisters, 
he added some new doctrinal 
don'ts. 


Exclusives were forbidden to 
sit at the table with anyone, in- 
‘cluding their own children, who 
were “not in fellowship.” Anyone 
belongings to any professional as- 
sociation or trade union must get 
out by resignation. Brothers and 
Sisters must not go to universi- 
ties; nor, if they were unmarried, 
must they leave home to take up 
jobs elsewhere. 

Big Brother atso made it clear 
that little children were to be 
suffered to come unto his move- 


ment only on his terms. They | 


must become members by the age 
of twelve — or be banished to 
eat alone and, subsequently, to 
leave their homes. 

They must not mix and play 
with the children of unbelievers. 
They must not keep cats, dogs or 
birds as pets. 

But Big. Brother obviously 
does not believe that man can 
live by bread alone — or some 
men, at any rate. 

For the new dispensation had 
an unholy commercial touch 
about it. Henceforth, offerings 
at the hush-hush meetings were 
to be given in notes, not in, sil- 
ver. I cannot tell you where the 
money goes. 1 don’t know. The 
watertight security measures ad- 
opted by the Exclusives have 
made it impossible for me to per- 
suade any of the British brethren 
to produce any membership lists, 
books of rules, calendars of 
events, records of officials — or 
any financial statements. —

I tried unsuccessfully to obtain 
one of these green passports to 
salvation, but I was ‘vetted” and 
found wanting. 

It was a smart turnout at Al- 
exandra Palace. For make no 
mistake about it, the Saints are 
a well-to-do lot. Their cosy lit- 
tle corners are well entrenched 
in the white-collar belt of the 
British Isles. 

They hold their . closed-shop 
sessions in places like Peterbor- 
ough and Purley, Banbury and 
Barnet, Caterham and Croydon, 
Southampton and Sutton Cold- 
field, Harrow and Helston and in 
most of the big cities and towns 
where their mystique finds fer- 
tile ground. 

The doors of their meeting 
places are locked and barred to 
unbelievers. Spiritual  assigna- 
tions ‘are rarely advertised. The 
orders invariably go out by ver- 
bal messages. 

In the Croydon area, for in- 
stance, they have five different 
meeting halls where they hold 
“spontaneous gatherings” to sing 
hymns and say prayers. 

But the proceedings are not 
always so prosaic. Sometimes the 
Saints sit in judgment of one an- 
other. 

Secret excommunication meet- 
ings are summoned where Broth- 
ers and Sisters, who have been 
reported for sinful mingling in 
the outside world, come face to 
face with their fanatical judges. 

It was at one of these trumped- 
up tribunals that .Mr. Douglas 
Young, thirty-six-year-old Croy- 
don business man, was expelled 
for the abominable sin of belong- 
ing to the Automobile Associa- 
tien, an organization which has 
3,000,000 “sinners” in its ranks. 

Scores of other Brethren up 
and down the country have been 
expelled recently because they 
belong to professional organiza- 
tions vital to their work. These 
bodies include the Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society, the Institution of El- 
ectrical Engineers, the Institu- 
tion of Mechanical Engineers and 
even the St. John Ambulance 
Brigade and the Red Cross. 

Mrs. Barguerite Pearson, sixty- 
year-old Birmingham woman,

happy married life — because he 
is an Exclusive and she has quit 
the sect. 


Mr. Robert Selwood, eighty-one 
year-old Saint, of Helston, Corn- 
wall, has disowned his son, 
daughter-in-law and. grand- 
daughter of Tunbridge Wells be- 
cause his son refuses to ‘rejoin 
the Exclusives. The latter, Cap- 
tain Edward Selwood, joined 
them when he was sixteen and 
says his life beeame a “terror” 
until he ran away to join the 
Army. 

Mr. Frederick Which, fifty-two- 
year-oldattendant at an old 
folks’ home in the West Country, 
bought a TV set for his cottage 
at St. Austell and was dismissed 
by the Brethren. That was not his 
only penalty. They then persuad- 
ed his eighty-three-year-old wid- 
owed mother to leave him, telling 
her..she would be excommuni- 
cated if she went on living under 
a “contaminated roof.” 

Three months before her gol- 
den wedding anniversary, Mrs. 
Rose Sault, of Cobden Avenue, 


Peterborough, who had loved 
her Darby-and-Joan life with 
husband, Fred, was forced to 


leave him. 
He became a Saint two years 
ago, refused to eat with his wife 


_and two daughters, destroyed all 


newspapers and magazines in the 
home, got rid of the .radio at 
Christmas and has now bought 
himself another home. 

It was young Martin Lawson 
of Hayling Island who at the 
age of twenty-four committed 
suicide because he was forbidden 
to eat at his parents’ table, vic- 
tim — as his mother declared — 
of a “wicked and cruel faith.” 

The grim, tragic list grows. 
God knows how many people 
are being persecuted by the sect. 

Now, if Big Brother Jim is 
more concerned with faith than

Doing Something 
About The Weather 


Can we do anything about the 
weather? Not much, thinks R. C. 


- Suteliffe, who directs research at 


the British Met Office. Writing 
in a recent issue of Discovery, 
Sutcliffe points out that super- 
cooled. droplets can be helped to 
freeze by seeding with silver iod- 
ide, and rain can thus be stimu- 
lated, Htwever, the process is 
most useful in mountain country, 
where suitable clouds are easy to 
find, but the economic value of 
current rain-making attempts is 
debatable. 

Other methods of weather con- 
trol do not séem much. more 
promising. The supply of rain is 
maintained by solar energy, 
which evaporates water back into 
the sky — but to control this pro- 
cess with reasonable amounts of 
energy calls for a new idea, which 
has not yet occurred to anybody.

What is the ‘family size farm? 
As we know it in America how 
was it established? Why the con- 
cern over it? 

It was during the troubled 
days of Charles I that Nicholas 
Hayward left England to found a 
dynasty of his own in the wild- 
erness of America. In 1642 when 
he received his grant of land in 
Salem, Massachusetts, the farm 
was nought but primeval forest. 
The ground had never been 
trenched by spade, no sound of 
ax had ever shattered the peace- 
ful stillness. None but redmen 
had traversed the terrain to 
which he was given title. 

There were no uneniployed, no 
available. labor. A farm was 
strictly an individual project. A 
man cleared his own land. with 
his own ax and his good right 
arm and the sweat of his brow. 
The great trees he felled furnish- 
ed him with lumber; his oxen 
hauled the logs to the saw mill 
on the nearest river, often a 
day’s journey,

The oxen drew the._stones for 
cellar walls and for the casing 
of the well. The man_ himself 
dug both cellar and well. His 
pigs on the cut off land rooted 
out’the stumps. Pasture walls he 
himself laid confined his cattle 
and sheep as he accumulated 
them. Grain for the’ stock, vege- 
tables and fruits took over the 
cleared land the pigs had helped 
to puiverize. 

Thus was a farm born. Out of 
the wilderness was it shaped and 
a home established.

Women scutched and spun the 
flax their men folks raised, They 
wove the linen, carded and ‘spun 
the wool, wove- the cloth, cut and 
made the garments (without 
sewing machines, knitted the 
mittens, the. stockings, the muf- 
flers. They picked and preserved 
the wild fruits and berries, sliced 
and strung the long chains of 
apple that looped the kitchen 
ceilings to dry for the winter's 
dried-apple pies. They churned 
the butter, salted down the pork 
and smoked the hams. 
were no delicatessens, no super- 
markets, not even a crossroad 
store for miles. They made the 
bread and baked it in the big 
brick ovens. They dried the corn 
husks for the mattresses they 
slept on; plucked and cured the 
live goose feathers for the best 
pillows and feather beds.

From it radiate like the 
spokes of a wheel all activities 
It houses the home, Although in 
its surroundings changes take 
place as woodlands afe razed, 
fields brought into cullivation or 
pastures yield to nature’s trend 
toward> forestation, a house 
changes little.

I knew as a child?

Jesus Prepares for His Ministry 
Mark 1:1-13 


Memory Scripture: For in that 
he himself hath suffered being 
tempted, he is able.to succor 
here that are tempted, Hebrews 
718. 
With this lesson we begin a 
study of the Gospel according to 
Mark. It is the shortest of the 
four records. Papias, a second 
century Christian, wrote, “Mark, 
having been the interpreter of 
Peter, wrote down-accurately all 
that he (Peter) mentioned... .” 

It is generally assumed that 
Mark wrote for people outside 


the Jewish tradition. Matthew,. 


writing for the Jews, quoted 
frequently from the Old Testa- 


ment showing how Jesus:was the — 


fulfillment of Old Testament 
phecy. Mark focused upon the 
acts of Jesus. The opening events 
demand acceptance of the super- 
natural, He shows that Jesus has 
come, not to deliver His people 
from the Romans, but to save 
them from their sins. - 

The picture of John, with unu- 
sual clothes and living on an 
unusual diet, is one to attract 
attention. Yet it is soon apparent 
that his task is simply to prepare 
‘the way for Jesus who follows. 
He is the Herald to announce the 
coming of the Lamb of God who 
taketh away the sin of the world. 

Jesus prepares for His work by 
presenting himself for baptism. 
There on the bank of the Jordan 
we see evidence that there are 
three persons in the one God- 
head. The Spirit like a dove 
descends upon Jesus while a 
voice from heaven says, “Thou 
art my beloved Son, in whom I 
am well pleased.” 

Then came the next step in His 
preparation, For forty days He 
was tempted of the devil. Details 
of this great test are given in 
other epee. Whereas our first 
parents gave way ‘to the desire 
of the flesh, the desire of the 
eyes and the pride of life, Jesus 
withstood the Tempter, answer- 
ing with the Word of God. Be- 
cause of His victory, He was able 
to. go to a successful ministry, 
climaxing it with His death on 
the cross for us and His resur- 
rection in glory. Let us not faint 
when we are tested but rout the 
enemy with the sword of the
